101 PERSONS ATTEND 
C. OFC. BANQUET 


With 101 persons present, the an­ 
nual Chamber of Commerce banquet 
was held at the Methodist Church on 
Friday night. 
L. C. Malone, 
presi­ 
dent, opened the meeting and the Na­ 
th« al Anthem was sung, which was 
followed with a prayer by the 
Rev. 
C. C. Barnhradt. 
The meeting 
was 
then turned over to E. C. Matthew's, 
the toastmaster, who 
made 
a brief 
but pointed introductory talk. 
C. I). Matthews, Chairman of the 
State Highway Commission, was the 
first speaker. 
He told of road build­ 
ing in Missouri to date ami the hopes 
for the future with the $75,000,000 
bond issue. 
He also explained that 
the approximately $105,000,000 spent 
to date had come from the $60,000.- 
000 bond issue, a $25,000,000 Federal 
Aid and $1500 per mile obtained un- 
dcr the old MeCulkmgh-Morgan law. 
He further stated that the roads are 
now in good shape and the present 
road organization 
could 
finish 
the 
original program by 1933 if the $75, 
000,000 bond issue carries. 
He said 
that petitions are now l>eing circulat­ 
ed which required five per cent of tk< 
voters to sign before the issue can 
be placed on the referendum. 
This 
would mean about 50,000 voters. Mr. 
Matthews stated that he hoped to see 
100,000 names on these jietit^ns. 
A. Ray Smith made one of the out­ 
standing sf*eeehes of the evening and 
one of the most interesting given be 
fore the Chamber. 
He said in brief 
that Sikeston was the center 
of a 
great forming territory and that she 
could hold her own aguinst the cities 
if co-ofM*ration and the right sort of 
propaganda were used. 
He had little 
patience with 
the grouch and the 
knocker and favored 
a “go-get-’em 
campaign. 
The speech made by Q. B. Greer 
probably caused more comment than 
any other on the program. It follows 
in substance: 
“ Mr. Toast Master, ladies and gen­ 
tlemen of Chamber of Commerce. 
“ I have been invited here tonight 
to sjieak to you on the subject of 
Fanner, his troubles and the remedy. 
“The farmer Is in trouble—no one 
doubts that, a dollar and half day 
man can with a pick ami a sledge tear 
this 
building down, but he cannot 
erect it, we can criticise, but who can 
build up? 
“The farmers troubles started some 
fifteen years ago. 
At that time we 
folks in this country did not 
know 
how to count any kind of interest ex­ 
cept eight |>er cent, we were offered 
six 
fier cent interest 
on long-time 
loans that was 
very attractive, at 
that time there was but few farms 
under mortgage but the low rate of 
interest was an inducement to bor­ 
row and we all fell for the loans» The 
Prudential Insurance Co. first enter­ 
ed the field, then The Northwestern, 
next 
the Commonwealth and more 
recently 
the 
Land 
Banks. 
Iamns 
were put cn the lands, the money re­ 
ceived and sjient lavishly and in many 
instances very unwisely, undeveloped 
lands 
were bought 
at extravagant 
prices, extravagant habits were 
ac­ 
quired, taxes advanced beyond 
all 
reason, we all bought one and some 
as many as three automobiles 
and 
they were not all Fords either, 
we 
found ourselves 
literally 
living on 
wheels, our farm woik neglected, the 
great war came on corn and wheat 
soared to high prices and we all tho’t 
we were fabulously rich, but pay day 
arrived and what an awakening we 
had. 
“To sum up we found ourselves in 
this position: Already burdened with 
a heavy and certain interest charge, 
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we also found wre w’ere burdened with 
very high taxes, we found ourselves 
burdened with a lot of extravagant 
habits, do you know, my friends, that 
an extravagant habit is one of 
the 
easiest of all 
habits to form and 
when once formed the hardest to get 
rid of? 
In fact, we never discard an 
extravagant 
habit, 
until 
necessity 
conqiels us to do so, we found our 
selves riding around neglecting 
our 
farm work. 
“My friend, I have no confidence 
in the McN'ary-Haugen farm relief 
bill giving the farmer permanent re 
lief, I have felt I would like to see it 
given a trial for a year or two. I feel 
the farmer can look in the looking 
glass and see the most of his trou­ 
bles. 
This is some of the troubles 
with the farmers, but not all. 
Now 
for the remedy. 
I believe one of the 
remedies to relieve their troubles is 
through the cow. 
As some of you 
well know, I have been preaching the 
cow to our customers for some time 
and fine day I had made a perfectly 
good speech to a man. 
He 
had 
no 
come hac k, he could not meet my ar­ 
gument and after thinking the matter 
over, he said to me ‘Who in the hell 
is going to milk the cows?’ So you 
You know my friends I never got to 
talking about the cow that I do not 
think of the story Bob Seeds, a hum­ 
orist, told once. He said that a young 
man went out to milk during fly time 
ami the cow trying to protect herself 
would dip the switch of her tail in 
the milk ind then wrap it around his 
head. The young man got a fine idea 
in his head and 
got 
a strong cord 
and tied the cow’s tail around his 
leg. 
He said he had not been around 
the barn but three times until 
he 
found that was a mistake. 
“I will give you a little of my ex­ 
perience in the dairy business. Dur­ 
ing the last week in February, 11)27, I 
bought for Jac k 
Turner, six cows, 
paid $100 for four and $150 for two, 
making an investment of $550. 
The 
first milk we sold was the first week 
of March. This niilk was sold to Heb- 
beler Bros, and the money was depos­ 
ited in the Trust Company and 
all 
moneys drawn out by check. 
I had 
the funds handled this way to get an 
ucurate cheek. 
On the last day of 
December, 
Mr. Turner 
wanted to 
know how he had done with his milk. 
1 took his ledger sheet and found to 
my surprise that he had sold a little 
over $900 worth 
of 
milk and the 
money went into the bank, as you will 
see each cow overaged $150 in ten 
months. 
“I was talking to a man on my 
farm a few weeks ago and naked him 
the simple question as to how many 
days he had worked in making 
his 
crop and gathering it. HI thought for 
a few minutes and said 80 days. 
Of 
course he worked around the place, 
but it was at jobs that did not bring 
in any cash. * I am adding 
an extra 
month and say the farmer worked 100 
days in his crop, the balance of 
the 
205 days he had to live off of what he 
produced in the 100 days he did work. 
The farmer would work if he had the 
job, hut there is no jobs when he is 
out of his crop, then it is up to the 
farmer to create his job and that can 
be done if he will get him some cows. 
All farmers will not milk and would 
not do well if they did milk. 
1 have 
stated the Sikeston Trust Co. stood 
ready to establish a man in the dairy 
business if he wanted to milk, but he 
would have to have pastures and oth­ 
er qualifications. We will not take up 
a community affair. Every case must 
stand on its own merits. 
“The advantages th at come from 
milking are there. 
You sell for cash 
waste labor, and you sell for cash 
waste 
pastures, 
this 
is 
cash you 
would otherwise not get. 
"The troubles I* have outlined are 
not all the trouble we have, neither is 
the remedy I have suggested the only 
remedy. 
“I want to talk to you a little about 
the road. 
1 am in a 'mist; a fog. 
“1 am not criticising our worthy 
townsman and Chairman of the High­ 
way Commission. 
1 am only differ­ 
ing with him in our opinions. 
“We are a very inconsistent race 
of people. 
For instance, we will go 
down here on 
Malone Avenue, con­ 
demn for street purposes, pay four 
or five thousand dollars for the sole 
purpose of connecting with slab on 
the west of Sikeston and bringing 
road 60 straight through the center 
of Sikeston. 
We then undertake to 
circle around Sikeston and take road 
61 away from the natural or direct 
route through town at an added cost 
to the State of anywhere from thirty 
to fifty thousand dollars, and 
that’s 
not all. 
Of course, if the road does 
circle around our city, we shall build 
a connecting spur both to the south 
and to the north which will be an add-

Of this Sco’t Coun­ 
ty’s reduction is $802,200. 
This ac­ 
tion was taken because of the losses 
suffered by this section during 
the 
floods last year and is expected 
to 
bring material relief to the farmers 
of this section who have been strug­ 
gling under the expense 
of 
heavy 
taxes. 
The reduction includes seven 
counties. 
The 
comparative 
valuations

1927 and 1928 show reductions in the 
following counties: 
Scott, from $9,840,984 in 1927 
to 
$9,038,784.

$10,041,989.

New Madrid, from $20.455,553 
to

The total valuation placet! on

land In the six counties in 1927 
was 
$93,148,678, which has been reduced 
this year to $80,801,303. 
“These stricken counties 
unques­ 
tionably deserve a reduction in land 
valuations”,

added. 
“ We have tried to apportion 
the reduction fairly among all those 
hit by 1927 disasters”.

JORDAN VISITS HERE 
ON SPEAKING TOUR 


Samuel M. Jordan, Farm ers 
Insti­ 
tute Lecturer of the Missouri State 
Board of Agriculture for many years, 
and known as 
“The 
Missouri Com 
Man”, was in Sikeston Friday. 
He is 
on a speaking tour in this section 
in 
the interest of agriculture. 
Friday 
afternoon he spoke in Charleston and 
Saturday afternoon he was at Bloom- 
filed. 
Saturday niight he spoke before 
a large audience at Poplar Bluff. 
Mr. Jordan is still 
talking “co m ” 
some, but is just now dem onstrating 
how to make local 
pastures 
better. 
He says that it is evident that 
pas­ 
tures are the most irefficiently han­ 
dled of any farm operation. 
He also 
states that not one man in ten will 
hold up his hand affirmatively on the 
question: 
“ How many 
are 
getting 
highly 
satisfactory results from y< ur pas­ 
ture lan d ?” 
Mr. Jordan stated to The Standard 
hat many pastures have been estab ­ 
lished as such, after a piece of land 
has been worn out by growing other 
rops, and that commonly such acre­ 
ages are never made hotter by grow- 
ng legume crops, nor by use of fer- 
ilizers, 
but 
(all 
unprepared) are 
own to bluo-«grassf 
timothv, clover 
and to weeds. 
He declared that too many persons 
ntertain the mistaken notion 
that 
and growing grasses will thus have 
ts fertility restored, out. he said no 
rass can put more fertility into the 
and than it takes out in the process 
f its growth. 
Mr. Jordan remarks that the second 
reat reason for poor returns from 
pastures is that weeds are able 
to 
rowel out the grasses in poor soils, 
md that the right methods of 
weed 
•ontrol are not now' being employed. 
He says our worst pasture weeds are 
there, because they W'ere sown there 
in cheap seeds that (for some strange 
reason) many farm ers insist on buy­ 
ing.

great but futile German offensive

the World W ar, the special com m it­ 
tee of the Reichstag which has been 
for the nine years investigating 
the 
German collapse, has presented 
its 
report to the Reichstag. 
The com m ittee failed to obtain any 
evidence that justified it in attaching 
blame to any particular 
person 
or 
persons. 
The 
Government 
at 
the 
time, says the report, relied complete­ 
ly on the judgment of 
the 
supreme 
command, and there was no 
person 
in the Government capable of oppos­ 
ing the will of the supreme command. 
The com m ittee rejects as not 
not 
proved the idea that 
a revolutionary 
movement was responsible for the col­ 
lapse on the home front or that 
the 
naval mutiny of November, 1918, was 
either revolutionary in its conception 
or had any connection with a political 
revolution, the 
comm ittee 
therefore 
arrives at the 
conclusion 
that 
the 
reasons for the collapse can only 
be 
found in a combination of numerous 
events.

W ashington Letter 


(By W. L. Nelson, Rep. 8th Mo. Dis.) 
Some five years ago, while on 
my 
way to speak before the farm ers 
of 
Nebraska at their 
big 
annual mid­ 
winter meeting in Lincoln, the train 
<n which I was traveling was snow- 
laiund for several hours. 
While 
we 
were waiting there, I chanced to meet 
with Mark Woods, extensive farmer 
and landowner and head of 
a 
con­ 
struction company 
which 
has 
done 
millions of dollars 
worth 
of 
river 
control work. 
A few weeks ago, Mr. 
Woods, who has given much study to 
farm conditions, made a speech over 
radio. 
Through the kindness of 
F. 
1). Tomson, one time associate editor 
of the Breeders’ Gazette, I have re­ 
ceived a 
copy 
of 
this speech. 
Mr. 
Tomson writes that within a week af­ 
ter its delivery. 3978 letters had been 
received about 
it. 
Mr. W oods is 
a 
leading 
Republican. 
His 
speech' 
though, is one that will be read with 
interest by all annd 
commended 
by 
many. 
In opening his address, Mr. Woods 
stated that he was going to show 
that the veto of the MeNar.v-Haugen 
bill had cost the people of Nebraska 
nore than $100,000,000 in 192/. De­ 
claring that the people of the United 
States had through their Congress­ 
men and Senator spoken when 
the 
McNary-Haugen hill was passed, 
he 
-aid: 
“They did not speak as a par­ 
ty, as they considered 
this 
broad, 
economic 
question: 
greater 
than 
party”. 
* 
“It has been 
clearly 
recognized”, 
said Mr. Woods, “by many 
of 
the 
great economists in our country 
that 
unless some way can be found to give 
the thirty million people who are rais­ 
ing our food products and raw mater­ 
ial, by 
some 
national 
co-operative 
movement a 
bargaining 
power 
by 
which they can have something to say 
about the price they receive for what 
they’ have to sell, 
then 
the 
great 
group inevitably must be submerged”. 
“He next relates an invident of in­ 
terest to every stockman, telling how 
in 1923. feeling sure that land values 
had reached the low point, he and his 
associates bought 5,000 acres of land 
in the heart of the great 
Iowa 
corn 
belt, paying for these fairly well im­ 
proved farm s from $75 to $85 an acre. 
In addition, in 1923, he bought some 
three hundred 
registered 
Hereford 
cows at $50 a head that four years be­ 
fore had sold for an average of $300 
per head. 
Just 
a 
little 
later Mr. 
Woods’ business took 
him 
to 
New 
York, where, while 
in 
conversation 
with the president 
of 
a 
big hank 
which maintains its own economist, he 
received a real jolt. 
At first the Ne­ 
braska man was not inclined to 
take 
seriously 
the 
discouraging 
things 
that he was told, while being shown 
graphs, maps and charts containing 
many figures. 
The hank’s economist 
was asked to tell why he thought cat­ 
tle would go down. 
“They will continue 
to 
go 
down 
because people will be forced to pay 
the money they owe on chattle mortg 
iges and othrewise ami their cattle 
ill be forced on the market and ab­ 
sorbed at distressing prices, in order 
to satisfy, if possible, their creditors. 
We figure this will culminate in 1925 
or 1926”. 
“ That is what we call the 
swing 
of the starvation 
pendulum. 
The population will increase and the 
attle population decrease and at this 
period cattle will 
commence 
to 
in- 
rea.se very materially in value on ac 
count of the great shortage that 
will 
have been created”. “The next line I 
noticed”, adds Mr. Woods, 
“ was 
a 
yellow line marked ‘land’, starting in 
1926 and continuing 
until 
1928 and 
then gradually straightening out” 
Mr. Woods tells 
how 
after 
the 
speaker wont on he explained that the 
faimers of the United States 
“are 
lestined to suffer until the starvation 
pendulum swings for them and drives 
enough of the people off the land so 
that the consumption of this country 
reaches a point where there will be a 
scarcity of food products, then 
the 
price will rise, in all probability, just 
as much too high as it has gone 
too 
low”. 
Frankly, then came 
this 
startling 
statement, the truth 
of 
which 
has 
since been demonstrated. 
“All 
the 
other great groups that comprise our 
people, are organized and during the 
war p< i iod they were induced by gov­ 
ernment cd-operation to more strong­ 
ly organize 
ami 
co-operate. 
They 
were given protection behind 
walls 
built by legislation so that they could 
entrench themselves and 
make 
the 
other group r>uy> to a large extent, the 
cost of this great World W ar”. 
While a Republican and an advo­ 
cate- of a high protective tariff, Mr. 
Woods frankly confesses that because 
of legislative 
protection, 
industry, 
entrenched behind the tariff wall, has 
prospered while the farmer has sus­ 
tained heavy losses. 
In this connec­ 
tion he explains how labor, 
capital, 
tlu* hanking business, 
the railroads, 
the latter through the Ksch-Cummins 
bill, and everybody except the farm ­ 
er, has be en looked after. 
“This economist in New York”, said 
the Nebraskan, as he spoke over 
the 
radio, “showed me that all the great 


•lasses of society that make up 
the 
population of the United States, had 
combined to take care of themselves, 
had gotten legislation through Con­ 
gress to take care of each of them in­ 
dividually 
ami 
he said, “ You 
will 
have to find some way for the agri­ 
culturalists of this country to make 
a combination so that they 
can 
be 
lifted up into this protective column, 
or else they will have 
to 
pay 
the 
cost of this war”, and, my friends, the 
agriculturists 
is 
today paying 
the 
•ost of the w ar”. 
Next the matter of heavy depress­ 
ion in land values in Nebraska and in 
the nation as a whole was discussed. 
Referring further 
to 
the McNary- 
Haugen measure as vetoed by Presi­ 
dent Coolidge, 
the 
speaker 
said: 
‘There is some excuse for a man liv­ 
ing in the industrial east, where food 
products have to be purchased, 
op­ 
posing this legislation if he is selfish, 
if he is not a student of history, if he 
thinks this country has reached 
its 
zenith in civilization, if he is content 
to see our government makes the mis­ 
take of oppressing the farm 
popula­ 
tion. 
He is not our kind of an Amer­ 
ican citizen”. 
Next he quoted an eastern banker 
to this effect: 
“ My friends, you must 
remember that since 
the 
«lays 
of 
Pharaoh, agriculturists have been in 
in the peasant and peon 
class, 
but 
remember that they are the best fed 
ami clothed people in the world; that 
they have three square meals a day, 
>f potatoes, meat and brown 
gravy, 
hut that electric lights, 
bath 
tubs, 
high-powered cars and higher educa­ 
tion were never meant for them ”. 
Near the conclusion of this 
re­ 
markable radio 
address, 
Mr. Woods 


«aid, “ If you are content to 
take 
iwhat you can get in this great scheme 
of life and let your children and you 
struggle on, trying to do business on 
|an 80 per cent dollar, then forget the 
McNary-Haugen bill. 
But if you in­ 
sist that you belong to 
a group 
of 
people that are the very foundation 
rock of our government, that have al­ 
ways been first to come to the defense 
¡our country and maintain her honor 
at home or abroad, then, my friends, 
you may say to the world that 
you 
will not be submerged and that speci­ 
al privileges that have been granted 


to others must be granted to you”. 
| 
As to the latter- statement, all will, 
I believe, hold it to he true, unless the' 
special privileges referred to as hav­ 
ing l>een granted to others are in the 
future withheld from them. 
Wheth- 
er all the farmers who listened 
to 
the Woods radio address agreed with

The tight of the Democratic 
party 
for the rights of men began with the 
beginning of our government. 
When the first Congress convened, 
Alexander Hamilton was 
Secretary 
of the Treasury, and an open 
advo­ 
cate of governm ent by a ruling class 
for the benefit of wealth and proper­ 
ty. 
A fter the close of 
year the heroic 
soldiers of the Revolution 
had 
dis­ 
persed to their homes, to the 
woods 
and farm s and the frontier—to be­ 
gin the task of m aking a nation 
out 
»f the countr.v they had saved. 
The 
governments of the several 
colonies 
under which they had served in 
the 
w ar had no funds from which to pay 
for their m ilitary service and had is­ 
sued to them certificates to be later 
redeemed in money. 
Ham ilton’s first message to 
Con 
gross proposed th at the Federal Gov 
ernm ent should assume these debts of 
the States to the soldiers and redeem 
the certificates. 
But before his m essage was deliv­ 
ered the plan was allowed 
to 
leak 
out to the favored 
who 
supported 
H am ilton’s policies. There were 
no 
fast mail trains to carry' the news to 
the woods and the frontiers— no tele­ 
graph nor telephone— no wireless nor 
radio. 
Secretly, express riders 
carrying 
large sums of money were dispatched 
into the hack country, 
fast 
sailing 
vessels were started down the Caro 
¡lina coast— with agents bearing funds 
to buy from the poor soldiers at fif­ 
teen or tw enty cents on 
the 
dollar 
these certificates which the 
govern­ 
ment would later redeem at par. 
The m atter became a public scan­ 
dal. 
Jam es Madison, who m ight 
be 
term ed the F irst Democrat, arose in 
Congress to offer an 
am endm ent 
to 
H am ilton’s 
proposal 
by 
providing 
th a t certificates in the hands of 
the 
original holders should be redeemed 
in full, but w here they had been as­ 
signed the assignee to 
receive 
the 
m arket price and the original holder 
the remainder. 
The followers of Hamilton rallied 
to defeat Madison’s proposal. 
Ham- 
itlon’s plan was adopted afte r a bitter 
fight. And later it became known th a t 
twenty-nine of the sixty-four 
mem­ 
bers of 
which 
Congress 
was then 
composed had been engaged in buy­ 
ing up certificates! 
Several of 
the 
early New England and Eastern for­ 
tunes were founded in this way. 
Thus the very first application 
of 
the Hamilton policies resulted in en­ 
riching the privileged classes by de­ 
frauding the poor and the country’s 
heroes. 
And the latter were taxed 
to pay the certificates besides.—Mis­ 
souri Com mittee For Truthful Politi­ 
cal Information.

THE OLDEST POLITICAL 
STRUGGLE 
The fight of the Democratic 
party 
for the rights <>f men began with the 
beginning of our government. 
When the first Congress convened, 
Alexander Hamilton was 
Secretary 
of the Treasury, ami an open 
advo 
cate of government by a ruling class 
for the benefit of wealth and proper­ 
ty. 
After the close of 
year the heroic 
soldiers of the Revolution 
ha«l 
dis 
persed to their homes, to the 
woods 
and farms and the frontier—to be­ 
gin the task of making a nation 
out 
if the country they had saved. 
The 
governments of the several 
colonies 
under which they had served in 
the 
war had no funds from which to pay 
for their military service and had is­ 
sued to them certificates to be later 
redeemed in money. 
Hamilton’s first message to 
Con 
gress proposed that the Federal Gov­ 
ernm ent should assume these debts of 
the States to the soldiers and redeem 
the certificates. 
But before his message was deliv 
ered the plan was allow«*! 
to 
leak 
out to the favori*d 
who 
supported 
Hamilton’s policies. 
There were 
no 
fast mail trains to carry the news to 
the woods and the frontiers— no tele 
graph nor telephone— no wireless nor 
radio. 
Secretly, express 
riders 
carrying 
large sums of money were <lispatch«*d 
into the hack country, 
fast 
sailing 
vessels were start«*«! down the Caro­ 
lina coast— with agents hearing fumls 
t«> buy* fr< m the p«>or soldiers at fif­ 
teen or twenty cents on 
the 
dollar 
these certificates which the 
govern- 
ment would later redeem at par. 
The m atter became a public scan­ 
dal. 
Jam es Madison, who might 
be 
termed the First Democrat, arose in 
Congress to offer an 
amendment 
to 
Hamilton’s 
proposal 
by 
providing 
that certificates in the hands of 
the 
original holders should be redeemed 
in full, but where they’ had been as- 
sign«*d the assignee to 
receive 
the 
market price and the original holder 
the remainder. 
1 he followers of Hamilton rallied 
to defeat Madison’s proposal. 
Ham- 
it Ion’s plan was adopt«*«! after a hitter 
fight. And later it became known that 
twenty-nine of the sixty-four 
mem­ 
bers of 
which 
Congress 
was th«*n 
composed had been engaged in buy­ 
ing up certificates! 
Several of 
the 
early New England and Eastern for­ 
tunes were founded in this way. 
Thus the very first application 
of 
th«* Hamilton policies resulted in «*n- 
riching the privileged classes by <!«*- 
frauding the poor and th«* country’s 
h«*ro«*s. 
And the latt«*r wer<* taxed 
to pay the certificates besides.—Mis­ 
souri Committee For Truthful Politi­ 
cal Information.
